Arthur William Heintzelman, one of the most promis- 
ing of the present-day etchers, began his art training when 
he was but nine years old. At that time he entered the 
Saturday classes at the Rhode Island School of Design and 
during the succeeding eight years received many scholar- 
ships, the last of which gave him the opportunity for Euro- 
pean travel.
